on, At 516 the band played severnl patriotic nirs,
when the President made nis appesrance, and wias
groetod with huzzas by the nssembled thousands, He
wok astand in the coping of the wall, pear the oat-
nage-way, on the north slde o1 the White House
when he was addressed on behall of the soldiers and
sailors by one ol tLeir number lo highly compliment-
ary terma, gaying, in conelusion, * Iu retarn lor your
xkimdness we oan but offer our symypathies and
yers, and trust that an All-wise Providence, who
a8 bronehit onr pation throueh a baptism o blood,
and to whom we Qonscerate it anew, from slavery
and by a nntion's toars, will #o ruide and virdot you
that you may ealm tho troubied wuters, harmonize
publio opinion, aua restorg our whole country once
more to peace and prosperity,’’
A\THE PRESIDENT'S EPEECH.

President Johnson said:—It is not affectation in
mo to suy that language 18 inndequate to eonvey the
heartteit lvehngs produced on thy cecnsion by your

~sence here, and by the preseniation of your sen-
mm“' as EXbressod by your representative in his
saddress, and M the reeolutions whieul you have
thought proper to ndopt. 1 coutess that in the peeu.
liar posture of pubiic affiirs, youy ,"céenCe and ‘fl'
dress givo (nCOUrSREMENL pnd confidenes v M° 1
my efforts to discharge the duties incumbent upon
me as Chiel Magietrate ot the Republie; and in what
I have to say I shall address you in the eharncter of
citizens, sailors, and soldiers, I shall speax o you
on those terms, and on uone other,

THANKS,

1 repeat my thanks for the manifestation of your
approbation aud of your encoursgement. (Ap-
Plausc.) We are to-day invoived io ome of the mest
ertical and trymg struggles that  bas oconrred
since this Governmont wae spoken into existence.
Nations, like individuals, muse have 8 boginning,
must huve & birtn, In strupeling into existence a
nation pusses through its first trymog ordeal, Itis
not necennrr for me now to carry your minds back
to the strugelo when this nation was born, It is not
necessary for me to allude to the privadons and
bardships o those who were engaved in that strug-
gle to nchieve the natioval birth, It 18 not necassary
1o pomnt to the bloodshed nud the hives lost in accoms
plishing that result,

OUR FNATICN'S STRENGTH.

The next ordeal throuelh which @ nation has to
«s s when it {8 called upon to give evidenoe that it
na strength, capacity, nnd power to maintin itsell
among the nations of the earth; in giving such evi-
denee we passed throngh the war of 1812, and
through the war with Mexico, and we passed
through all the struggles thut Lave &inee ceourred up
10 the beginning of the Hebeibon, This was our
second ordenl, But a nation hes anothor test soll (1o
undergo, and that i1s to give evidence 10 the nations
of the earth, and to its own eitizeny, that it hag
power to reslst internal foes, that it noes sirength
enough to put down treachery at home and treason
within 1te own borders, (Uheers, )

PREESIDENT'S POSITION,

* We have commenced that ordeal and I frustin
God we will pass through it successtully, (Cheocrs, )
1 feel complimented by the wilusion of your repre-
sentalive to tho twet that I stood In the Senate in
1860 and 1561, when the oaclon was entering on tins
thira ordeal, and raised my voioe aud hand againsi
treasop, treachery, and trastors mt home, (Cueers |
1 stand bere to<day bolding to and maintaimng the
same privciples whicn vl el enunciated. 1 staud
here to-day opposing traitors and trosson, whother
they be 1 the Bouth or in the North. (Loud cheors. )
1 stand bere 10-day a8 1 then &lood, minr all my
powers, mental and physical, to preserve this nution
in ng through the third phsse of its existence,
he organized forecs and combiped powers thet
rocently stood nrreyed acainse us are disbanded and
dniven from the fleld; butr ft does not follow thut
there are sull no enemies ngainst our present forn
ol governmen! and our free institutions, (Ap-
Ilm.&a 1 then stood in tho Senate of the United
ﬁnm. n|ybu the doctrines of separation and se-
oession, denied then as I dony now that any
Staie has the right of 1ts own will to separate itseif
from the other States, and thereby to destroy the
Union aud break up the Government, and I think 1
have givon some evidencs that I have been sinoere
and in enrnest; and now I want to know why it is
that the whole traip of slandeérers, calumniators,
and tradupers huve beon barking and snapping st
my beolst Why 8 1t thet they array themselves
against me? 1s it beonuse 1 stand on the side of the
people, and when 1 uathe peoplo I include the
sailors and soldiers? hy is il that they nre ar-
s od In treducng and viliylng and ealnmolating ?
Where wore they during the Rebelilon? (A voice—
“Home In bed!")

In tho Senate I rdised my volee againgt it, and
when it was believed thar it would bo to the interest
of the nation, and would masist in puiting down the
Rebellion, did 1 not teave my place in the Beuato—a
place of emolument, oase, and distinotion, and take
my pogirion where the enemy could bo resched, ana
where mon's ives wero iu danger? (Choers and erles
of “That's sal")

TRADUCEHRS AND OALUMNIATONRS,

While I was thus exposéd persoually and publicly,
und in évery way, some ol my preseut traduoers and
ealunnintors were far removed from the foe, and
wore enjoying ease and comtort. But I esre not for
thom ; I eare not forthat siander. The logl whelps
o1 gn hne boen turned looge aguinst me, care not
for all that, and let me teld Jua hore te-day that,
aithough pretty woll ndvanced n lfe, 1 teel that 1
shall live iong enough to hve down the whole pack
of traducersand slandorers. (Avplause)

They bave turned the whole pack loose to lower
me in your eetimation. (Voices, "They eéannot do
") “Tray, Blanche, and Swoetheart, liitle dogs
and all,” eome aong -u.ufplua nud snariing av my
hecls, but 1 boed them nol.  Lhe American peop'e,
@itizons, soldiers, and ratlors, know that Irem my
advent into pubhe lite w the present mowment | haye
always stood unyeidingly snd unwavermyg as the
adyoesto aud delender ol their ngots and imtercets
(Cheora.)

TUIRD ORDEAL,

Wo are now in the nation’s third ordeal; we are
not yet through §t.  We sid thel Btatos coud not
go out of the Unlon; we denwd the dootrine ot
secossion, aud we L ave demousteated et we wero

ht: we demenstrated by e suroug arm; yes, the

pO! and e amiors—4iod blo@ them ! —have do-

rated, by their patriotie hensts and strong

arma, that Stutes huve mot the power to leave the

Enion, AAnplnm.} ‘What 1otlowed?

autp armies wore overpower'd snd disbanded; knd

For whit have we passod throueh this ordgal? It
was to ostabniall the priveiple that no States ind the
power to Dpreak op thus Govermment., It wad
to put dewn tho Hobellion. 1he Robelion

bon bren put down, avd for whbal? Was it to de-
stroy the Btates? (Voices, "Never!") For what
have ail theso livos boen maorificed and all thw trom
gure expenood !  Wan it for v purpose of desiroys
ing the Biates? No, 1t was for the purpose of pro-
serving toe States o the Union of onr fatbhers It
was for that that yon longht ; it was for thar 1 roaled,
not to break up the Government. but to put down
the KRebe lion, aud pressrve the the union of the
Btaten, 1hatis what we have beon contending for
&nd to eeablish the ihet thet the nation ean Ift
itxelf nbove and beyond intostine (oow, and tremron,
and traitors at home,

MARAAORUBRTTS,

When the rebellion in Massmchaseits was put
down, did that put dassaobusetts out of the Union,
and destroy that Siste? When the reboliion in
Penppylvanin was put down, did that destroy the
Siato, and put it out of the Unjon? So when this
Inst grent Rebotlion wanput down, and the Constis
fution and luws of the country were restored, the
Binten engaged in 8 gtood ne part of the Union. The
Rebellion being erushed, and toe idaw bong fre-
stored, the Constuiution bemg acknowledged, thoso
btates stand in the Union, constitating a part of tho
glorious and bright galaxy ol Stars. (Cheers.)

WORK OF RECONSTRUCTION, v

In vassing throueh this ordenl what has bee
done?! In Tennessve, nnder the direction of my
Inmentod predeccssor, we commenced the work of
restoration, and we had suceccded, bofore 1 came
hore, in restoring the re'ations which had oxisted
between Tenneseoo nnd the rest of tue Uwmion, with
one oxedption, snd (et was the rolatioa of ropres
sentation,

NETROEPROTIVE,

I eamo to Washington and under exiraordinary
eircumstancos suooeoded 1o the Presldontial ehadr,
What theu? Tho Congress of 1he United States had
nojourned without preseribing any plan. 1 then
proceeaca as [ had doce in my own State, undar di-
rection ol the Government, to rostore the other
States: and how did wo begin? Wo tound 1hat the
people had no courts, and we said 1o the Judges, the
dyanict attorneys, and the marshialy, Go down aund
hold your eourts the people need the tribunals ol
Jugtice to be opined ' Was there anythiog wrong in
thut! I'be courts were openod, bat clo? We
loored out and saw that ‘lm people down thero had
no mails; they had been interrapted and cut ofl by
the operations of tho Rebellion., We sad to the
Postmaster-Genoral, * Lot the people have 1aollities
for muil communicntion, and let them bogin apain to
understand what we all foe]l pod thank—that wo are
ene people,”

We lookea owt serin, and saw that there wnz
Ulocknde ; that the custom housesd wore all olosed,
Woe enld, open the doors of the custom houscs and
remove the blockado ; let trade and comineroe and
the pursuit of lwav» bo restored, and 1t was done.
We thus travelled on step by sicp,ppenmiy up custom
houses, appointing collectors, eatubiishing mail taciil-
tivs, avd restoring oll the relations that had beon
intorrupted by the ebelhon, Was there anvthiog
undertakon to be « one hore that was nol anthorized
by the Constitution, that was not justitied by tho preat
pecessities of the cueo; fhiat has not been learly cove.
sonunt with the Constitution and with the genmus
and theory of onr Governmens?

TAXATION.

One of the great prioeiples lald down by our
Inthers, and which fired their hearts, was that there
should be no laxstion without represontution, How,
then, doed that matter stand? Who has been usurp-
ing power? Whe bas been defeating the operation
ot the Congtitutien? What now remaings to be dooe
to complets the restormtion of those States toall
their former relations under the Federal Governs
ment, and to finiel the great ordea! through wilch
we Leve been passine? It to admt 1opresents-
tion, nud when wo say admit represcatasion, what
do we mean? We wean representation in the eon.
sututional and law-sbiding sense, ns was miendod
at the beginnivg o the Governmont; and where does
that power lie? i

What remsuned to be done? Ono other thing re-
meined 10 demoustinte to the avilized and pagan
world that we bad passed through the hprrid ordeal
ol our untionn) exitenge, and proved that our Goys
ernment was perpetual, A great principle was to be
restored which wans established m our Revolution.
When our fathers were contending against the
power ot Great Britwn, what was one of the princis
wal pauses of thoir complant? It was that they were
deniew Teprescniation. Thnf complaived of taxation
without yepresemation. (Cheers. )

e pOWERS OF CONGRESS,

The Constitution deelares, in express ferms, that
each Howe, the Senato and Houee of Reproseatn-
tives, each peting tor iteeln, sba | be the judges of
the returus, elect'on, and guaiitications of it own
members. It s for emch House to settlo that quos-
tion under the Coustitution, aud under the solemn
eanetion of o outh; andican we bedeve that gither
Hounte wonld adnut any member inlo its body, to
participate in the legisintion of tho country, who
was not qualified snd fit to st in that bedy ard 10
participate in jt8 progeedings? They have the power,
not the two Houtes, but each Fouse for itself,

The Constitution further declares that no State
ehall be deprived of its equal suffrage in the Senate
of the Umtea States without its consent. 1hon,
where do we siand!? Al that 19 needea to finish
this gient work of restoration is for tue two Houses
respectively to determine the question. *Ob,"” bue
gome will sgy, “a tenitor might come m " The an-
swer to that is, that each House must be the {udgp,
and if a traitor prescuts himself cannot either House
know that he is a traitor (noplanse); and 1f he s a
trastor, can they not kick him out of the door and
send bim back, saying 10 the people who sent um,
“you must send ue o loysl man? (Cheers, and o
voice, “That’s loge,”)

TRAITORS,

‘I there any difficulty about that? If a traitor
preseute himself to elther House, cannot that House
gay to lum “No, you cannot be admitted into this
body. Go beok, we will not deny your people of the
right ot representution, but thoy must seud a loynl
represeniative.” And when the States do send loyal
representatives, can you have uny better evidenoe of
their fidelty to the Constitution and laws? There 18
no one learned 1 the Constitution and the Jaws who
will ER '%" o traitor hoppens to get into Cone

ross, tho v cannot expel him after he gels in,

‘nat makes assurance doubly sure, and confirma the
action of the Government to the Constitution ol our
fatliers. Henoce | suy, let us stund by that Constitu.
tion, and 1 standivg by it the Government will be
preseryved. 4

Wile you have been contending ngminst traitors,
and trepgon, and scoes-lon, and the dissolution of
the Undon, § have been contonding at the same time
againat the consolidation of power here. (Uries of
“izood ) 1 tbink the consohdation or power here
is equally dapgerous with tho separation ol the
States, The one would wesken us, and might run
into anarchy. winle the other would concenirate
aud run into monarchy.

URDRPERS,

But there is an 1dén abroad that one man can be 8
despot, that one man ¢an be » wsurper, but that a
hundred or iwo bundred men gannot be. Mr. Jefler-
#on, the apostie ol hiberty, tolls us? and so does coms
mon sense, that tyimanuvy and despotEm can be ox-
eroised by many more vigorously sna moro tyranni-
cally than by ¢ne,

What power bas vour Proaident to bea tyrunt?
What can he do? What can he originate? Why,
they say he exerciwes the veto power. (raughter.)
W hat is the veto poser? (A voice—'"To put down
the mgger 'Y Who s your President? 18 he not
glecled by the peopie, through the Eleotoral Col-
lege? _

» THE TRIRUNE OF THE FEOPLE,

The President e vothing more thao the Tribune of
the people. His office 18 tribunital in ns churacter,
In olden tumes, when the tribunes were (irst clocted
in the Romun Repu'lle, thev stooa st ths door of
the Roman Senato,which was iheo engronching on,the
populsr rights nnd putaog the hoel of power on the
necks of the people. Fhe people choss a ‘T'rivune,
and placed him el the door of the Senate, so that
when that body ventured on oppressivejacts, he wis
clothed with power to say, "Velo—1 forbd."”
